Radio is showing that we shall have to use

Christen. 'Tor hundreds of years people have 
wanted a universal language. They wanted it 
when it took three months to' cross the At- 
lantic; how much more so now that the voyage 
takes only five days? 
They wanted it when 


there was no telephone 'nor telegraph; how 
much more do they want it now that they have 
radio? Radio has clinched the matter." 


Prof. Christen is a linguist 
For twenty 


years he taught modern languages in Aberdeen, 
Scotland, and he has lectured throughout Eng- 
land, Scotland and Wales as well as in America, 
at Columbia University, the Chamber of Com- 
merce, Washington; the 'Board 'of Trade, in 
Pittsburg; the National Geographic Society, in 
Washington, etc. He sees in the development 
of radio another step toward a better'and hap- 
^pier relationship between the various peoples 
of the world. 
' The international language will, in his opin- 
ion, be-Esperanto. No living'language conld be 
adopted, because every one of the existing lan- 
guages is far too difficult to be learned-by the 
great mass of people, and because agreement 
would never be reached as to what living lan- 
guage should be adopted. The French would 
not want to learn.English, nor the English 
speaking people German or Russian. The pro- 
fessor's solution is that every child should be 
taught its mother tongue and the neutral lan- 
guage of Esperanto. 


"With Esperanto we shall hear lectures by 


men of science and literature without having 
to bring them from their own countries to speak 
to us in broken.,English. They will speak at 
home and we shall hear them in America. The 
League of- Nations is discussing the advisabil- 
ity of adopting Esperanto, and if it does so—as 
I-expect, it .will in the fall—Esperanto will be 
taught in the schools throughout the world.

credits of intermediate-length to farmers,seems

merce in New.Yprk;believes;. ; In the coming 
issue of .its magazine, .Commerce Monthly, for 
June, the'bank declares'that although commer- 
cial institutions are'amply able to supply short 
term funds, there is-a real demand for.legis- 
lation by Congress "to readjust the machinery 
for • making agricultural. loans -having- a 'ma- 
turity of from six months to three years.^ The 
plan to amend the Federal Farm,Loan Act for 
this purpose and.-the:temporary extension of 
the life of the War Finance .Corporation, it as- 
serts, merits serious - consideration. 


"There-are a.number of bills pending in Con- 


gress designed to improve credit'facilities serv- 
ing tile agricultural community," 
Commerce 


Monthly says, "Of course,- these are only one 
class of the many proposed measures which 
have grown out of the difficult period.of busi- 
ness depression and which aim-to palliate an 
economic condition. However, agricultural leg- 
islation especially merits consideration, for.the 
evidence indicates that the' farming class has 
had. to bear a very heavy burden during the 
period of deflation. In the .general -'debacle'- of* 
wholesale prices of 1920 and 1921, agricultural 
products -were' conspicuous.

commodities, was • in \ April, '1921, but: :63 per.

How William Hard Sizes Up 


Wisconsin Situation

MILWAUKEE, Wis,—La Follette scores a' 


triumph here today. 
Today 
the 
convention 


meets here of all the anti-La Follette Republi- 
can forces of the State. The character of that 
convention is an extraordinary tribute to La- 
Follette's success in eliminating his- old-time 
stalwart enemies from political prominence in 
the fighting against him. But the first impres- 
sion which the delegates make upon a visitor 
is, that a hurry call ought to .be sent ont for 
Mr. Charles Evans Hughes and Mr. Herbert 
Hoover. 


These delegates seem in considerable num- 


bers to be thoroughly convinced that the situa- 
tion in Wisconsin is such that Mr. Hughes and 
Mr. Hoover are more or less overlooking a bet 
in spending so much of their time in trying to 
reform Lenine and Russia. They ought to look 
nearer home. They ought to send a firm note 
to Robert Marion La Follette saying that bol- 
shevism at Madison must now cease or else 
Wisconsin will not,be recognized by the State 
Department. 


Wisconsin, I learn, is in the throes of de- 


structive progressivism, radicalism, 
socialism 


and bolshevism, all of which come out to the 
same thing if analyzed all the ways through to 
the end by those who do not care for them, I 
learn. I notice.a.man talking energetically to 
delegates. I am told he made a quarter of a 
million dollars lately in water power.. 
He 


seems to be one of the most exasperated vic- 
tims of Wisconsin, bolshevism. I judge that he 
and. quite a few.others present have the feeling 
that without bolshevism a man could make some 
real money in Wisconsin. But then perhaps 
Governor Elaine would take it away from them 
anyhow with his new passion for auditing tax 
returns. 


Gov. Elaine—a 
La Follette governor—has 


been auditing the tax returns for Wisconsin 
corporations. 
He recently reported that the 


State tax commission—with bis earnest appro- 
val—-had now collected some ?900,000 from 
Wisconsin corporations in back taxes. It had 
done it after auditing the returns of less than 
100 corporations. There were still some 3,000 
corporations to be called on to suffer. The to- 
tal amount collected from them by the State 
might run in time to $20,000,000 or $30,000,000 
—all in back taxes. This is drastic. Moreover, 
the inheritance taxes have 
been 
increased. 


Moreover, the State bonus to ex-soldiers in this 
State was.paid ont of a special surtax on in- 
comes—that is, ont of a special levy on the 
well-to-do. 


But the. momentum of this State goes ever 


beyond drastic taxes. In Madison I saw that 
distinguished professor and practitioner of eco- 
nomy; and Dr. John'lL' Commons. In the last 
legislature he supported a certain bill about un- 
employment. It was for unemployment insur- 
ance. "-It provided for employes who were al- 
.owed to become unemployed should get certain 
payments out of ",an insurance fund. And who 
were to support-that fund? 
The employers. 


Not the State. And not the employee. The em- 
ployers alone. And the bill almost passed. 


Commons argues that capitalism ought to 


persits in the world, and that if it is going to 
do so it must bear the burdens as well as 
the profits of its mastery of the world, llos: 
capitalists at the. present time are inclined tc 
.reply "destructive, jirogressivism, radicalss, 
socialism, bolshevjsin.'' 
This present convec- 


tion in Mihvauke^vwith its 
1,000 
delegates 


drawn from all counties, of the State, seems to 
propose to halt the destruction of Wisconsin by 
halting the power of La Follette. 


And how easy it ought to be to do it! Tbis 


man has defied the wealth of his State, the na- 
tional organization of bis party, and his corn- 
try's most popular sentiments during a war. 
He has been rebuked by his State legislature. 
He has been deprived of all Federal patronage. 
He has no Federal joys either here or at Wash- 
ington with which to make a machine. In 
pamphlets and in editorials and in lectures and 
in sermons he has been denounced in Wisconsin 
as disloyal. Would it not seem that all his con- 
servative stalwart enemies would now at once 
rush forward and take command of a last dead- 
ly successful attack upon him. 


Yet in this convention there is an absolute!? 


contrary and most astonishing state of things. 
The leadership of the convention is for tho most 
part confided to men who once were follower; 
of La Follette and who still claim to be, in fact, 
progressives. The stalwarts for the most pan 
remain invisible or modestly obscure. The roost 
important blessing given to the convention is 
by Senator Lenroot/who grew up into political 
prominence" under La Follette's blessinp. The 
convention clothes itself with' a progressive 
front and hails itself as the rightful owner of 
the progressive cause. Pinchot defeated part 
of the Old 'Guard in Pennsylvania. 
Beveridge 


defeated part of the Old Guard in JmJi.nna. La 
Follette has taken virtually all of the Old 
Guard in-Wisconsin and 'put it down to where 
it no longer dares even to show it.= own face in 
its own fight or to come on out and look for 
victory or defeat in its own name. 


The ex-followers of La Follette in this con- 


vention hope to defeat tho present followers of 
La Follette for State offices at Madison. Th«? 
wffl not wish to undo the work which he an: 
they have done, at Madison. 
They may no- 


wish to advance it further. But they will nut 
wish to reverse it. That work remains. Ar.i 
as for Le Follette's own return to the Senate. 
the chances of it are best expressed bv the 
hostile Wisconsin State Journal, which calls 
him "all powerful." 


Such is -tte answer presented- by the preset* 


situation in Wisconsin to the nation-wide ques- 
tion, "Is La Follette down and out!"
